IS Claimed are Defined as Follows: 
1 . (Currently amended) A golf facility comprising: 

a univ e rsal and fundam e ntal d e sign concept of "mind + body + soul ~ th e total 
p e rson'' according to th e e mbodim e nts of Fig 2, and e ntiti e s that support this conc e pt, 
wh e r e in said conc e pt stimulates a p e rson's int e ll e ctual (mind), physical (body), and 
e motional (soul) valu e s through tangibl e and intangibl e el e m e nts and usag e of the pr e s e nt 
inv e ntion, and 

a facility layout according to the embodiments of Fig. 2^ 3, 4, and SA, that 
attracts, accommodat e s, and e ducates a p e rson through thr ee various e xp e ri e nc e s: 
e ducation (mind), comp e tition (body), and r e cr e ation (soul), wherein said golf course 
comprises nine (9). eighteen (18). or any other desired number of holes: 
a clubhouse area encompassing miniature golf activities on the rooftop of the said 
housing with multiple access to the rooftop, including walking up the inclined walls of 
the clubhouse inclusive to. but not limited to, the embodiments of Fig. 7C. 7D, 7E, and 
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a plurality of synthetic practice greens, where each said synthetic practice green 
includes a speciahzed activity inclusive to, but not limited to, the embodiments of Fig. 
9A and 9B: 

a driving range area, in which the target zone makeup is of turf, synthetic turf, 
water, or any other form, with a plurality of synthetic target greens of various color with 
an illuminated border of various color using illuminated golf balls of various color, 
wherein at least one, or some, or all of said synthetic target greens comprise the concept 

according to Fig. 8A and 8B, and where the tee boxes are divided into two major sections 
by a large structure to buffer right-handed slice golf shots and left-handed slice golf shots 
fi:'om its neighbouring tee box section inclusive to, but not limited to, the embodiments of 
Fig 8C: 

a plurality of educational station areas, where each of said station area encompass 
an educational concept inclusive to, but not limited to, the embodiments of Fig 6 A: 

a plurality of golf holes, where each of said golf hole includes a hole marker that 
provides the user with dispenser items inclusive to, but not limited to, the embodiments 



ofFigllAandllB: 

a plurality of golf holes, where each of said golf holes includes a plurality of 
initial teeing areas displaced at similar, or at different specific par distances from the 
target structure depending on the age and skill of its user inclusive to. but not limited to. 
the embodiments of Fig lOA; 

a plurality of synthetic target greens of various shades of color, various 
undulations, and various shapes and sizes encompassing said alternative golf cup/target 
structure for each said plurality of holes inclusive to. but not limited to. the embodiments 
of Fig 13A, 13B. andl3C: 

a plurality of golf holes comprising initial teeing areas and a synthetic target green 
with areas beside and behind the said synthetic target green in relation to said initial 
teeing areas, such that said areas beside and behind the synthetic target green comprises 
mounds, berms. and any other forms of elements to decelerate the momentum of over- 
played golf shots inclusive to. but not limited to. the embodiments of Fig lOA. lOB. and 
IOC: and 

a plurality of altemative golf cup/target structures encompassing the ability to 
combine disc golf and other types of golf by encompassing a disc target with connected 
golf cup at the base of the structure. 

2. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 1, comprising: 

a clubhous e ar e a containing a plurality of housings, wh e r e e ach said hou s ing 
includes a plurality of rooms and oth e r e ntiti e s that support th e conc e pt of th e said 
housing, whil e e ncompassing activiti e s on th e rooftop of th e said housing inclusiv e to, 
but not limit e d to, th e e mbodim e nts of Fig. 7C, 7D, 7E, and 7F, 

a plurality of practic e gre e ns, wh e r e e ach said practic e gre e n includes a 
sp e cializ e d activity inclusiv e to, but not limit e d to, th e e mbodim e nts of Fig. 9A and 9B, 

a driving rang e ar e a, wh e r e th e malc e up is of turf, wat e r, or any other form, and 
wh e r e th e t ee lin e is divid e d into two s e ctions by a structure to buff e r golf shots from 
e ach s e ction inclusiv e to, but not limit e d to, th e e mbodim e nts of Fig 8C, 

a driving rang e ar e a, with a plurality of target gr ee ns, wh e r e in at l e ast on e , or 
som e , or all of said targ e t gr ee ns compris e th e conc e pt according to Fig. 8A and 8B, 
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a plurality of station ar e as, wher e e ach of said station area e ncompass a conc e pt 
inclusiv e to, but not limit e d to, th e e mbodim e nt s of Fig 6A, 

a plurality of golf hol e s, wh e r e e ach of said golf hol e includ e s a hol e mark e r that 
s e rv e s as infomiativ e and assisting th e us e r inclusiv e to, but not limit e d to, tho 
e mbodim e nts of Fig 1 1 A and 1 IB, 

a plurality of golf holes, wh e r e each of said golf hol e s includes a plurality of 
initial t ee ing ar e as displac e d at similar, or at diff e r e nt specific par distanc e s from a targ e t 
structur e , in which a targ e t gr ee n of various shad e s of colour, various undulations, or 
any oth e r d e sir e d m e thods of strat e gy, surround th e said alt e rnativ e golf cup/targ e t 
structur e , such that said plurality typ e s of golfing rounds ar e play e d, and e ncompass 
diff e r e nt t e rrain and diff e r e nt traj e ctori e s to said targ e t cup inclusiv e to, but not limit e d 
to, th e e mbodim e nts of Fig lOA, 

a plurality of golf holes comprising a bord e r gr ee n comprising an area b e sid e and 
b e hind said targ e t gr ee n in r e lation to said initial t ee ing ar e as, such that said middl e 
playing ar e a and said border gr ee n compris e variabl e t e rrain of various surfaces, 
including cut and uncut grass, various contours, flat surfac e s, gulh e s and mounds, and 
various obstacl e s including tr e es, wat e r hazards, bould e rs and sand traps, 

a plurality of golf hol e s comprising a bord e r gr ee n comprising an ar e a b e sid e and 
b e hind said target gr e en in r e lation to said initial t ee ing ar e as, such that said border gr e en 
compris e s mounds, berms, and any oth e r forms of el e m e nts to d e c e l e rat e th e mom e ntum 
of ov e r play e d golf shots inclusiv e to, but not limited to, th e e mbodim e nts of Fig lOA, 
lOB, and IOC, 

a plurality of targ e t gr e ens of various shad e s of colour, various imdulations, and 
various shapes and siz e s e ncompassing said alt e rnative golf cup/targ e t structur e for e ach 
said plurality of holes inclusiv e to, but not limit e d to, th e e mbodiments of Fig 13 A, 13B, 
and 13C, 

a plurality of targ e t gr e ens of various shad e s of colour, coordinating with th e 
colour of th e said alternativ e golf cup/targ e t structur e , flag, hol e conc e pt, or any oth e r 
pr e ferred additional e l e m e nts within said golf hol e s inclusiv e to, but not limit e d to, th e 
e mbodim e nts of Fig. 4 , 13B, and 1 4 A, and 
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a plurality of alt e rnativ e golf cup/targ e t structur e s encompassing tho ability to 
combine disc golf and oth e r types of golf by e ncompassing a disc targ e t with connect e d 
golf cup at th e bas e of the structur e . 

The conceptual design of the golf facility according to claim 1 and embodiments 
of Fig> 3. 4, and 5 A. 

3. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 2, comprising: a plurality 
of golf holes e ach having a t ee ing ar e a, a targ e t gre e n with a alt e mativ e golf cup/target 
structur e th e r e on, and a fairway portion locat e d b e tw ee n said t ee ing ar e a and said targ e t 
gr ee n, e ach of said golf hol e s having a d e signat e d par valu e . A golf facihtv according to 
claim L wherein said number of golf holes determine the desired number of golf hole 
concepts, wherein at least one, or some, or all of said golf holes comprise the concept 
according to Fig 4. 

4. (Currently amended) The conceptual design of the clubhouse area according to 
claim 2 1 and embodiments of Fig. 7A, 7B, 7C, 7D, 7E, and 7F. 

5. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 2, wh e r e in said golf 
course compris e s nin e (9), oightoon (18), or any other d e sir e d numb e r of hol e s, wh e r e in 
at l e ast on e , or som e , or all of said golf holes comprise the conc e pt according to claim 3. 
The conceptual design of the synthetic practice greens according to claim 1 embodiments 
of Fig. 9A and 9B. 

6. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 2 i, wherein at l e ast on e , 
or som e , or all of said initial t ee ing ar e as quahfy for any combination of par 3, par 4 , par 
5, or any other spocific par valu e , said synthetic practice greens comprises two (2), three 
(3). or any other desired number of synthetic practice greens, wherein at least one, or 
some, or all of said synthetic practice greens may take the form of a character, a pattem, a 
shape, or any other preferred appearance within said area. 



7. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 2, wher e in at l e ast on e , or 
som e ^ or all of said initial te e ing ar e as compris e on e or mor e additional t ee ing ar e as 
within said initial t ee ing ar e a. The conceptual design of the driving range area according 
to claim 1 and embodiments of Fig. 8 A and 8B. 

8. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 2 i, wherein said on e or 
mor e additional t ee ing ar e as may be a m e n's t ee , a ladies t ee , a prof e ssional t ee , or any 
oth e r pr e f e rr e d additional t ee ing ar e a within said initial t ee ing area, driving range 
comprises three (3), eight (8). or any other desired number of synthetic target greens of 
various colon wherein at least one, or some, or all of said synthetic target greens 
comprise the concept therein. 

9. (Currently amended) Th e conc e ptual d e sign of th e golf facility according to claim 
2 and e mbodim e nts of Fig. 3, 4 , and 5A. A golf facility according to claim 1, wherein 
said driving range has one or more additional teeing areas that may be a stacked tee 
alignment, a circular tee ahgnment, bi-polar tee alignment, or any other preferred 
additional tee alignment method within said initial teeing alignment. 

10. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to any on e of claim 2, wh e r e in said 
golf cours e compris e s one (1), four ( 4 ), or any other d e sir e d numb e r of station ar e as, 
wh e rein at l e ast on e , or som e , or all of said station ar e as compris e conc e pts inclusiv e to, 
but not limit e d to, th e e mbodim e nts of Fig. 6A, 6B, and 6C. The conceptual design of the 
station areas according to claim 1 and embodiments of Fig. 6B and 6C. 

11. (Currently amended) Th e conc e ptual d e sign of th e station ar e as according to 
claim 2 and e mbodiments of Fig. 6B and 6C. A golf facility according to claim L 
wherein said golf course comprises one (1), four (4), or any other desired number of 
station areas, wherein at least one, or some, or all of said station areas comprise concepts 
inclusive to, but not limited to, the embodiments of Fig. 6A, 6B, and 6C. 



12. (Currently revised) A golf facility according to any one of claim 2, wh e r e in said 
driving rang e compris e s thr ee (3), e ight (8), or any oth e r d e sir e d numb e r of targ e t gr e ens, 
wh e r e in at l e ast on e , or som e , or all of said targ e t gr ee ns compris e th e conc e pt therein. 
The conceptual desijgn of the hole marker according to claim 1 and embodiments of Fig. 
UAand IIB, 

13. (Currently revised) A driving rang e according to claim 2, wher e in said on e or 
mor e additional t ee ing ar e as may b e a stack e d t ee alignm e nt, a circular t ee alignm e nt, bi 
polar t ee alignm e nt, or any other pr e f e rr e d additional te e alignm e nt m e thod within said 
initial t ee ing alignm e nt. A golf facility according to claim K wherein at least one, or 
some, or all of said initial teeing areas qualify for any combination of par 3, par 4. par 5, 
or any other specific par value. 

14. (Currently amended) Th e conceptual design of th e driving rang e ar e a according to 
claim 2 and e mbodim e nts of Fig. 8 A and 8B. A golf facility according to claim L 
wherein said one or more additional teeing areas may be a men's tee, a ladies tee, a 
professional tee, or any other preferred additional teeing area within said initial teeing 
area. 



15. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 2, wh e r e in said practic e 
gr ee ns compris e s two (2), thre e (3), or any oth e r d e sir e d numb e r of practic e gr ee ns, 
wher e in at l e ast on e , or some, or all of said practic e gre e ns may take th e form of a 
charact e r, a pattem, a shap e , or any oth e r pr e f e rr e d app e aranc e within said ar e a. 

comprising a plurality of synthetic target greens of various shades of color, coordinating 
with the color of the said alternative golf cup/target structure, flag, hole concept, or any 
other preferred additional elements within said golf holes inclusive to. but not limited to. 
the embodiments of Fig. 4, 13 A. and 14A. 



1 6. (Currently amended) The conceptual design of the practic e greons according to 
claim 2 e mbodiments of Fig. 9 A and 9B. alternative golf cup/target structure according to 
claim 1 and embodiments of Fig. 14A and 14B. 

17. (Currently amended) A golf hole facility according to claim 2 1, wherein said 
border gr ee n comprising an ar e a beside and b e hind said targ e t gr ee n in r e lation to said 
initial t ee ing ar e as, such that said border gre e n compris e s mounds, b e rms, and any oth e r 
forms of e l e ments to d e c e l e rat e th e mom e ntum of ov e r play e d golf shots, at least one, or 
some, or all of said alternative golf cup/target structures encompass a disc target golf cup 
connected by male and female attachments inclusive to, but not limited to, the 
embodiments of Fig. 14B. or any other forms of assembly. 

18. (Currently amended) A hol e marker according to claim 2, in th e form of a 
comput e riz e d Iciosk, non computeriz e d kiosk, or any oth e r forms of stationary stmctur e s, 
wh e r e in said hol e mark e r compris e s a shi e ld e d bull e tin for posting information, and a 
disp e ns e r for providing it e ms to th e us e r, wh e r e in at l e ast on e , or som e , or all of said golf 
hol es compris e th e concept th e r e in. A golf facility according to claim 1, wherein said 
method of using a golf facility of the type defined in claim L comprising: 

the option to play the miniature rooftop course, illuminated driving range, or 
golf^disc-golf course: 

the selection or assignment of a specific level of initial teeing areas designated for 
play at each hole of the golf/disc-golf course, such that players tee up at a designated 
initial teeing area for each hole of the golf course layout; 

playing the holes sequentially by teeing up at the designated initial teeing areas 
for each hole of said golf course layout based on a golf game commissioned for play: 

giving the player the option to experience the scavenger hunt, or educational 
station areas placed strategically on the golf course therein: 

players striking a golf ball, and/or hurting a golf disc at each successive hole to 
attempt to propel it toward the target/cup structure located on the synthetic target green of 
the hole being played: and 

proceeding sequentially to play the subsequent holes of the course in like manner. 



1 9. (Currently amended) Th e conceptual d e sign of th e hole marker according to claim 
2 and e mbodim e nts of Fig. 1 lA and 1 IB. A method of use according to claim L wherein 
players tee up at the designated initial teeing areas that comprise the golf course layout to 
be played, such that the golf course layout can be commissioned by: 

a golf clubhouse area that administers the golf facility such that various activities 
can be performed; and 

a computer system that controls various activities of the golf facility. 

20. (Currently amended) A golf facility according to claim 2, wh e r e in said numb e r of 
golf hol e s d e t e rmine th e d e sir e d numb e r of golf hol e conc e pts, wh e r e in at least on e , or 
som e , or all of said golf hol e s compris e th e concept according to Fig 4 . 

2 1 . (Currently amended) An alt e rnativ e golf cup/targ e t structur e according to claim 2, 
wher e in at least on e , or som e , or all of said alt e rnativ e golf cup/targ e t structures 
e ncompass a disc targ e t golf cup connect e d by mal e and f e mal e attachm e nts inclusiv e to, 
but not limit e d to, th e e mbodiments of Fig. 1 4 B, or any other forms of ass e mbly. 

22. (Currently amended) Th e conc e ptual d e sign of th e alternativ e golf cup/targ e t 
structure according to claim 2 and e mbodim e nts of Fig. 1 4 A and 1 4 B. 

23. (Currently amended) A m e thod of using a golf facility of th e typ e d e fin e d in any 
on e of claims 1 and 2, compris e d of a plurality of activiti e s according to claims 1 and 2, 
that can be play e d in a plurality of differ e nt ways, th e r e by r e sulting in a golf facility that 
allows for th e play of a r e lativ e ly in e xhaustibl e numb e r of different variations of golf 
th e reon, th e m e thod of op e ration comprising: 

th e us e of said activities that incorporat e e ducation, r e cr e ation, and comp e tition 
according to claim 1, 

th e us e of said activiti e s within th e clubhous e ar e a, practic e gr ee ns, driving rang e 
ar e a, and golf cours e according to claim 2, 



the sel e ction or assignment of a sp e cific s e quenc e of initial t ee ing ar e as 
designat e d for play at e ach hol e , such that play e rs t ee up at a designat e d initial t ee ing ar e a 
for each hol e of th e golf course layout, 

playing the hol e s s e qu e ntially by t ee ing up at th e designat e d initial t ee ing areas 
for e ach hol e of said golf cours e layout bas e d on a golf gam e commiGsion e d for play, 

giving th e play e r the option to e xp e ri e nc e th e station ar e as plac e d strat e gically on 
th e golf cours e th e rein, 

play e rs striking a golf ball at each succ e ssiv e hol e to att e mpt to prop e l it toward 
th e targ e t/cup structur e locat e d on th e targ e t green of th e hol e b e ing play e d, and

can b e p e rform e d, an d 

a comput e r system that controls various activiti e s of th e golf facility.
